Two New Laws 


Revise Township 


Board Formula 


County Clei'k Mary Constantin- 
eau yesterday received copies of 
two acts passed by the state leg­ 
islature last week to fill the gap 
left when the State Supreme Court 
took justices of the peace off the 
township boards. 
Both laws, House Bills No. 2 and 
I, took effect last Monday. One of 
the bills, No. 2. 
establishes 
the 
membership of the township board 
and the other defines the elec­ 
tion process for the township of­ 
ficers. 
In the bills no change is made 
in the number of 
members 
on 
township boards, but the Legisla­ 
ture merely replaced the justices 
with trustees. In D eltt county, the 
township supervisor, two trustees, i 
a treasurer and the clerk will conv 
prise the township 
board. 
Any 
three members will constitute a 
quorum 
for 
the 
transaction of J 
business. 
Trustees Serve 2 Years 
In the larger counties which 
have voted to have seven mem­ 
bers of the township board, four 
trustees will be elected. 
In all townships, the 
trustees 
will be elected for tw o-year terms 
at every biennial spring election 
starting next April 6. Those elect­ 
ed will take office 
immediately 
and until then the township board 
will be composed only of a super­ 
visor, clerk and treasurer. 
The last filing date for nomin­ 
ating petitions in counties usipg 
the primary system for township 
offices is Monday, Dec. 29. The 
primary is Feb. 16. 
The number of justices of the I 
peace in each township was also 
reduced by the enactment from 
four to two. 
However, 
justices 
previously elected will continue to 
serve out their present terms of 
office. 
Elect One Justice 
Thus, next spring, one justice 
only will be elected in each town­ 
ship. He will take office next July 
4 and will serve for 
four 
years 
supplementing the 
two 
present 
justices whose terms 
expire 
on 
that date. 
The other officers to be elect­ 
ed in the spring are the super­ 
visor, a clerk, a treasurer, a com­ 
missioner of highways, a member 
of the board of review, not more 
than four constables, 
and 
two 
trustees. 
Until now, the township boards 
in Delta'county were composed of 
the supervisor, the clerk, treasur­ 
er and two justices of the peace. 
The two justices elected 
in 
the 
townships in 1951 will continue to 
serve until the end of their terms. 
Then one justice will be chosen 
to replace them, serving a four 
year term.

TT is not correct to say that Prem ier Joe 
Stalin has made a bid for peace in his 
latest pronouncement that he would wel­ 
come a meeting with President-elect Eis­ 
enhower. The Russian dictator, however 
has cooked up a neat bit of propaganda to 
convey the impression that the Commun­ 
ists want peace. 
Actually, Stalin 
has 
offered 
nothing 
new. And he has done nothing to 
effec­ 
tively contradict the manner in which his 
Communist stooges have 
blocked 
every 


$60,000,000 Worth 
Of Transportation 
SU PPO SE it were necessary to entirely 
^ replace, equipment and all, every 
one 
cf the Class I railroads of this country to 
day. How much do you 
think 
it 
would 
cost? 
Even in these days of loose talk in nine 
figures, the sum staggers the imagination 
It would be in the neighborhood of $60,- 
000,000,000. 
That is nearly double the 
amount 
of 
money now in circulation in this country. 
It is more than the total value of all our 
farm property. It is almost equal to th 
total national wealth as late as 1888. It is 
equal to $380 for every man, woman and 
child in the United States. 
That is what the railroads are worth, at 
present-day 
labor 
costs 
and 
m aterial 
prices. And each day that value goes up 
a little, as new cars and locomotives are 
put in service, and facilities of many kinds 
are improved or built. 
None could say that our railroads aren’t 
worth $60,000,000,000—or any other sum 
that could be named. The value of their 
services can’t be measured solely in terms 
of money. Practically everything we 
eat 
and wear and use travels by rail, and much 
of it must be moved great distances. Their 
service is so dependable that an unusual 
•vent, such as the temporary stranding of 
a train in heavy snow, becomes national 
news. 


Excess Profits Tax Is 
A Tax On Progress 
TT was recently observed that the so-call- 
^ ed “excess profits” tax isn’t a tax on ex­ 
cess profits at all. It is, instead, a tax on 
growth, progress, initiative—and like 
all 
taxes, open and hidden, it is paid in 
one 
way or another by the people 
who 
buy 
goods and services. 
The observation was also made that ex­ 
cess profits only arise when too-high prices 
are charged. In a 
competitive 
economy 
that can very rarely happen—the business­ 
man who tries to work on the all-the-traf- 
fic-w ill-bear idea soon sees his customers 
going elsewhere and unless he mends his 
way* the bankruptcy court is 
the 
next 
step. 
The excess profits tax, in other words, 
is a misnomer. It is a tax which is applied 
when business expands, hires more work­ 
ers, and supplies more services or turns 
out more goods. When those things happen, 
its earnings grow too, and the tax can take 
as much as 80 per cent of all it earns. You 
don’t* have to be an economist to realize 
that under such conditions 
business 
and 
business people aren’t inspired to do their 
best, to take risks, and to make greater 
contributions to the strength and 
living 
standards of the nation. 
During the next session of Congress, it 
will be proposed that the excess profits tax 
be eliminated—or that, at the least, the ex­ 
isting rates be substantially reduced. 
If 
Congress wishes to benefit 
the 
country 
and everyone who lives and works in it, 
that will be done. 


previous attempt to attain world peace 
If Russia really wants world peace, the 
Communists 
would 
not have monkey- 
wrenched the Korean truce negotiations. 
There is, of course, a slim chance that 
Stalin has grown weary of the 
Korean 
w ar and seeks a way out. In any case, it 
would be a good move for Mr. Eisenhower 
to keep the door open for a possible meet­ 
ing with Stalin. 
We sincerely doubt that such a meeting 
would be permitted by Stalin, despite his 
statement. The Communist dictator would 
sabotage the preliminary meetings by rep­ 
resentatives of the two sides, just as the 
Communists have sabotaged every 
other 
program designed to find a basis for set­ 
tlement of the East-West conflicts. 
Nevertheless, President-elect Eisenhow­ 
er would have nothing to lose by publicly 
accepting the principle approved by Stalin. 
Such a meeting could not be held in Mos­ 
cow nor in Washington. It is probable that 
negotiations would break down on that is­ 
sue alone, the meeting place. 
It would be ridiculous to 
believe that 
Prem ier Stalin has suddenly changed his 
mind and now wants world 
peace. 
The 
Russian mobilization of its manpower and 
its industry on a war-time basis indicates 
that the Reds have no peaceful intentions. 
But a flat rejection of Stalin’s gesture 
would serve only to increase 
the 
effec­ 
tiveness of the Communist propaganda.

IMPROVE GARNISHMENT METHODS 


(Milwaukee Journal) 


The laws and ethics of debt collection 
continue to be a plaguing problem in Wis­ 
consin. The 1951 
legislature 
made 
one 
modest improvement, but other aspects of 
the issue will come up again in 1958. 
It used to be that only $40 of a single 
m an’s monthly earnings, and for a married 
man $100 plus $10 for 
each 
dependent, 
was not subject to garnishment (pay roll 
withholding by legal action of creditors). 
Now it’s $100 for the single man and $120 
plus $20, up to 85% of income, for the 
married man. 
These are somewhat more realistic ex­ 
emptions in the light of 
present dollar 
values. Unscrupulous creditors ignore the 
limits, however, and many debtors are un­ 
aware of them; they get stampeded into 
agreements to pay excessively, in order to 
release the balance of their wages. The 
courts, it would seem, could supervise the 
garnishment process more 
closely, 
and 
check such abuse. 
The 1951 senate rejected two other re­ 
forms favored by the assembly. One would 
have required creditors to get judgment 
first, proving the validity of their claims, 
before serving employers 
with ‘garnish­ 
ment notice. The other would have put a 
crimp in judgment “scavengers,” who buy 
up old, unsatisfied money awards cheap 
an dthen try to collect them in full. 
At least the first of these—judgment be­ 
fore garnishment—will be 
sought 
again 
in the new session. It sounds fair enough 
to both debtor and creditor, and it will en­ 
able the courts to make sure, in advance, 
that the full exemeptions are allowed. 
Garnishment at present is like replevin 
of personal proptrty; the wages or proper­ 
ty get token away from the defendant first 
—before he has his day in 
court. 
Such 
summary process is easy to misuse if both 
the law and the courts do not strictly limit 
it.

Fev statesmen in history have 
ever moved so deeply so many 
millions of people as were stirred 
by the words of Woodrow Wilson.

WORLD OF BRIDGES—If all of 
the 
bridges in the world—highway and rail— 
were to crumble overnight the 
progress 
of civilization would be set back a thous­ 
and years. 
The importance of bridges to mankind 
is forcibly told by D. B. Steinman, inter­ 
nationally famous bridge engineer, in a re­ 
cent article in The Scientific Monthly. The 
article is based on an address by Steinman 
at a Centennial of Engineering held last 
fall in Chicago. 
Recognized aa one 
of the 
foremast 
bridge engineers in the world, Dr. Stein­ 
man was one of the first to be consulted 
more than a decade ago in 
connection 
with preliminary studies to bridge 
the 
Straits of Mackinac. 
Because of the revived interest in bridg­ 
ing the Straits, 
the 
following 
excerpts 
from Dr. Steinman’s talk are presented.

AMERICAN ADVANCE—“Bridges have 
played an indispensable role in the shrink­ 
ing of distance and the spreading of trav­ 
el. 
“The nation has become 
more 
closely 
knit together. Remoteness and 
isolation 
have been replaced by unity and mobility. 
“We now have 50 million motor vehi­ 
cles rolling over our paved roads, park­ 
ways, bridges, and express highways. 
“The early settlers were limited in mo­ 
bility to footpath, pack trail and local wag­ 
on road. And then, in succession, came the 
building of canals, railroads, and modern 
highways. Each of these in turn required 
bridges, and 
each 
depended 
upon 
the 
bridge builder’s art for feasibility and real­ 
ization. 
“The American spirit—at 
once 
daring 
and practical—is peculiarly adapted to ex­ 
cel in such a development.”

LONGEST ON EARTH—Dr. Steinman 
cites the effect of bridge construction 
in 
opening new pathways to man, and points 
to the Eads Bridge spanning the Mississip­ 
pi River at St.. Louis in 1874, and Brooklyn 
Bridge in New York City in 1883 as ex­ 
amples. 
The first provided a link to the westward 
for a transcontinental railroad system; the 
second opened the door to additional liv­ 
ing space for New 
York 
City’s 
grow­ 
ing millions. 
Longest suspension bridge spans in the 
world are in the United States, Dr. Stein­ 
man reports. They are: 
Golden Gate, 4200 feet: George Wash­ 
ington, 3,500 
feet;

2,800 feet; Transbay 2,310 feet: 
Bronx- 
Whitestone, 2,300 feet; Delaware Memo­ 
rial at Wilmington, 2.150 feet; Detroit- 
Ambassador Bridge, 1,850 feet.

BRIDGES AND COSTS—“The largest 
bridge project in the world consummated 
to date is the Transbay 
Bridge 
between 
San Francisco and Oakland, completed in 
1936 at a cost of $77 million. 
“Its total length of eight miles includes 
two joined suspension bridges of 
2.310 
feet main span each ,a cantilever bridge 
of 1,400 feet main span, and other con­ 
necting spans. A record foundation depth 
of 240 feet was reached for one of the 
piers. 
“The world’s largest span is the Golden 
Gate Bridge, also at San Francisco, com­ 
pleted in 1937 at a cost of $35 million. The 
main span, 220 feet above the 
water, 
is 
4,200 feet between towers 746 feet high.”

PAID BY TOLLS—Toll bridges are the 
solutions to the financial problem of pay­ 
ing for the cost of “spans of unusual mag­ 
nitude,” Steinman reports. Most of 
these 
have been built by public commissions or 
bridge authorities. 
“Toll bridges are financed, as a rule, by 
issuing revenue bonds secured only 
by 
prospective earnings, so that the 
user 
pays for them until they become free. 
instead of the cost being added tb 
tile 
general tax burden,” Steinman says. 
“The motoring public ha* thus secured 
the benefit of many needed bridge cross­ 
ings where such facilities would otherwise 
have remained unattainable. 
“There are now 
more 
than 
165 
toll 
bridges in the United States, representing 
a total investment of over $500 million.” 
Steinman adds: “A generation ago, the 
feasibility of a span of 3,000 feet was ser­ 
iously questioned. Now we can state with 
confidence that suspension 
bridge 
spans 
up to 10,000 feet are not only practicable, 
but may be expected.” 


Power With Words

One of the words that is 
almost never 
heard conversationally and is rarely 
en­ 
countered in print is tergiversation. But it 
is a perfectly good word, carrying a deii- 
nite meaning of frequent occurrence, and 
it should be made a part of one’s vocabu­ 
lary. 
I suspect that the reluctance to use the 
term, even by those who know its meaning 
is the uncertainty whether the “g” should 
be pronounced as in “give” or as in “gin”; 
that is, whether it should be hard or soft. 
It should be soft—tur-JIV -ui-SA Y ’-shun. 
It is not much help to say that the word 
is related to, or has the same root as con­ 
versation, because the later word no long­ 
er conveys 
the 
meaning 
of its 
Latin 
source. The Latin converso meant “to turn 
around.” But that will at least give some 
clue to tergiversation, something about “a 
turning.” 
Latin t erg urn now occurs only in terms 
used by students of zoology, and its mean­ 
ing is not likely 
to 
be 
recognized 
by 
others. But it means “the back.” So now 
we have it—lei giversation means “a turn­ 
ing of the back’ on something. Through 
the course of the years the accepted mean­ 
ing has become “a turning of the back on 
a course that had been previously accept­ 
ed.” That is, therefore, one guilty of ter­ 
giversation has become 
a 
turncoat, one

Early Training To Blame For 
Teenager’s Irresponsibility 
By Elizabeth B. Hurlock, Ph.D. 
Some people 
are 
irresponsible 
and some are responsible. Those 
whom you can count on are the 
ones who have a far better chance 
of succeeding in life than are those 
who never settle down and should­ 
er their responsibilities. The fa th ­ 
er of this young boy 
w ants 
to 
know w hat to do about his irre ­ 
sponsible son: 
(Q) “My son is a senior in 
high school. He is a bright, like­ 
able chap but so irresponsible 
that he nearly drives his moth­ 
er and me mad. He is our only 
child and I guess we have al­ 
ways spoiled him but I am be­ 
ginning to realize now that he 
is almost a man and it is time 
for him to settle down and act 
his age. How can I 
help 
him 
here?” 
(A) It is tim e for your son to 
shoulder his responsibilities. His 
flightiness, however, is not really 
his fault. If you and your wife 
spoiled him , you cannot blam e the 
boy for being irresponsible now. 
You will have to w ork fast to 
m ake up for the years of neglect 
in this area of his training. Even 
more im portant, you will have to 
instill in the boy the desire to be 
responsible. 
This will be your hardest job. 
A fter all, it is much earier to be 
carefree and irresponsible than to 
take responsibilities. As your son 
is quite old enough to talk seri­ 
ously about such m atters, I sug­ 
gest that you and some of your 
business friends talk to him about 
w hat a man m ust do to m ake a 
success in life. This will give you 
an excellent opportunity to stress 
the im portance of taking responsi­ 
bilities. 
Then, start from scratch and 
give the boy sm all responsibilities 
of the type he should have had 
m any years ago. As he learns to 
carry these responsibilities, give 
him bigger ones. You m ust m ake 
it im portant to him to cooperate 
by withholding privileges when he 
falls down on his job and by re ­ 
w arding him for fullfilling his re ­ 
sponsibilities. Don’t be discouraged 
if it takes tim e and hard work. 
This is a penalty for neglecting his 
training when he was younger.

Six lakes in Schoolcraft County 
are listed on the 1952-1953 m a p ­ 
ping schedule of the M ichigan D e­ 
p artm en t of Conservation, it is a n ­ 
nounced. The full list comprises 
144 lakes in 23 counties. 
Listed in Schoolcraft are Boot 
Jack. Ghost, Kepler, Plains, W ood­ 
ruff and Jack. 
Field crews will take soundings 
through the ice on some of these 
lakes before the spring thaw, plot 
shorelines, and do other w ork nec­ 
essary in preparing m aps for use 
in fu rth e r developing the fisher­ 
ies m an ag em en t program .

Schools Feel 


Money Pinch 


S choolcraft 
County 
schools, 
along w’ith others in M ichigan, are 
feeling th e financial pinch caused 
by the c u rre n t condition of the 
state fu n d s, it is revealed by M rs. 
L udw ig 
H ough, county s u p e rin ­ 
tendent of schools. 
A d v an ces of state aid norm ally 
m ade to h elp schools through the 
fall m o n th s, have been curtailed 
this y ea r because of lack of funds, 
and only schools in the m ost des­ 
perate financial straits 
received 
any help, she pointed out. 
This 
help, M rs. Hough said, is ru n n in g 
considerably less than enough to 
meet req u irem en ts. 
T h ree school districts in Sehool- 
I craft C o u n ty required such help, 
I but failed to get enough to m eet 
needs, sh e pointed out. 
The G e rm fa sk 
school 
district 
i was given a state aid advance of 
j $6,000— en o u g h to pay 
te ac h e rs’ 
I salaries— b u t not sufficient to m eet 
other obligations. The district has 
j been u n a b le to pay any of its bills 
I since last sum m er, she said. 
A n a d v a n c e of $1,700 was m ade

$ 12,000 w h ic h had to be su p p le­ 
m ented by local borrowing.

Reds Wiped Out 
In Allied Raid

SEOUL 
(ZP) — Allied 
raiders 
pushed through a freezing snow on 
the Western F ront today and killed 
or wounded an estim ated 53 Chin­ 
ese Communists. 
The Eighth A rm y tactical sum ­ 
m ary said the Allied unit engaged 
the Reds in a 40-m inute clash near 
the truce-site city of Panm unjom 
in near-zero tem peratures. 
The Fifth A ir Force said fight- 
er-bom bers 
hit 
Red 
front-line 
areas in clearing w eather this af­ 
ternoon. 
Earlier, rain and snow 
had grounded most Allied planes. 
Along 
the 
freezing, 
155-mile 
battlefront, A llied patrols encoun­ 
tered large groups of Red defend­ 
ers. 
One allied patrol 
ran 
into 
a 
group of 60 Chinese near Chorwon 
on the C entral Front. The Allies 
called for artillery, 
which 
killed 
or wounded 30 Communists.

Knowland of California as policy 
com m ittee chairm an and Salton- 
stall of M assachusetts as assistant 
floor leader. 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas is 
the D em ocrats’ likely choice for 
Senate floor leader, with Clem­ 
ents of Kentucky being mentioned 
as his assistant. 
In the House, Martin of M assa­ 
chusetts will become speaker, re­ 
placing Rayburn of Texas who is 
unopposed 
for Dem ocratic
